Public Schools Week 


'Redlands Facts 


By proclamation George L. Jones of Nevada G ty, Grand Master 
of Masons of California, has designated the week of Monday, April 
26, 1927, for the eighth annual observance in California of public 
schools week. 
Originally instituted as a Masonic function with programs held 
in lodge rooms the celebration has become of such widespread in­ 
terest that the same procedure will be followed this year that was 
adopted last year of having the entire public participate. 
Meetings, 
wherever practicable, will be held in auditoriums and public schools 
and addressed by speakers of note on problems pertaining to the 
schools. 
The purposes of public schools week are set forth in the proc­ 
lamation of the Grand Ma:,ter as follows: 
"The challenge of childhood is eternal; and the nation is 
ever confronted with the demand that every child be assured 
his rightful heritage of an education appropriate to, and com­ 
mensurate with, the demands of the age in which he lives. We 
have sought to answer that challenge by the creation of a pure­ 
ly American institution— the public school; and of all our 
American institutions this is the most useful and the most de­ 
serving of public support. 
"As is true of every human institution, it is of course far 
from perfect; and there has never been a time when it has not 
been subject to criticism. 
In so far as that criticism is intelli­ 
gent and constructive it it to be welcomed, and should be en­ 
couraged; but in so far as it is destructive and designedly hos­ 
tile it is to be deplored, and should be vigorously combated by 
every friend of our public school system. 
To combat that de­ 
structive criticism, to bring about desired improvement, and to 
preserve that faith and confidence in the institution on which 
its perpetuity and usefulness depend, there must be close contact 
between the public and its schools, together with free and open 
discussion of all questions involved. 
That is the aim and pur­ 
pose of public schools week.”
